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Eight sanctuary workers convicted 


TUCSON, Ariz. (NC) — Eight church workers found 
guilty May 1 of aiding illegal Central Americans vowed to 
continue their work in the sanctuary movement. 


After the verdict was 
returned Sister Darlene 
Nicgorski, a School Sister 
of St. Francis, said, ‘‘I 
have no regrets at all.’”’ 


ANOTHER DEFEN- 
DANT found guilty, 
Father Anthony Clark, a 
priest of the Diocese of 
Davenport, Iowa, in 
residence at Sacred Heart 
Parish in Nogales, Ariz., 
said in an interview after 
the trial that ‘‘so long as 
there are refugees there will 
always be sanctuary. . . . 
If people come to me and 
ask my assistance I will respond accordingly.”’

““No one can convince me that what I have done (or) 
am doing is criminal. It’s the height of absurdity,’’ Father 
Clark added. 


He said he could understand how the jury returned a 
guilty verdict, however, because the jury was not allowed 
to hear evidence about why the Central Americans were 
seeking refuge and the religious motivations of the church 
workers who were helping them. 


ALSO FOUND guilty were Father Ramon Dagoberto 
Quinones, a priest in Nogales, Mexico; the Rev. John M. 
Fife, a Presbyterian minister; Philip Willis-Conger, a 
former missionary; and lay workers Peggy Hutchison, 
Wendy Lewin and Maria del Socorro. 


James A. Corbett, a rancher and Quaker activist, and 
lay workers Mary K. Doan Espinoza and Nena 
MacDonald were found not guilty on all charges. 

The jury returned guilty verdicts on 18 of 40 possible 
counts of conspiracy, illegal smuggling, transporting and 
harboring illegal Guatemalans and Salvadorans. 

ASSISTANT U.S. Attorney Donald N. Reno Jr. said 
the conviction shows that ‘‘the American system of justice 
functions the way we hoped it would.’’ 

Throughout the trial, which began last October, the 
prosecution portrayed the case as simply one of 


smuggling. Defense attorneys argued that the sanctuary 
workers acted out of religious belief and attempted to

show that the U.S. government violated U.S. and 
international law regarding refugees. 


U.S. District Judge Earl H. Carroll ruled repeatedly 
throughout the trial that testimony about the defendants’ 
religious views or about conditions in Central America 
could not be allowed in the case. 


CITING CARROLL’S refusal to allow testimony on 
the defendants’ religious beliefs, their lawyers rested the 
case without questioning a single witness. 


They criticized the prosecution’s case, citing repeated 
contradictions in the testimony of the presecution’s main 
witness, Jesus Cruz. Cruz infiltrated churches in the 
federal undercover investigation. 

In his closing argument Reno had said the defendants 


were prosecuted not for dissidence or exercising their 
religion but because they had broken the law. 


THE SANCTUARY movement is a network of 
activists who transport and shelter Central Americans. 
The sanctuary workers argue that the Central Americans 


have almost no chance of being granted asylum in the - 


United States and that they are persecuted and sometimes 
killed when they are deported back to El Salvador, 
Guatamala and Nicaragua.

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Local supporters react to verdict

LA MESA — “‘It’s a sad day when people of courage’ 


are convicted for humanitarian activities,’’ Francisean 
Sister Joanne Nicgorski said about the eight sanctuary 
workers found guilty in a U.S. District Court in Tuscon 
May 1. 

One defendant is her cousin, Franciscan Sister Darlene 
Nicgorski, who was convicted on five felony counts and 
faces a maximum penalty of five years in prison and/or a 
$2,000 fine per count. u 


“MY COUSIN is willing to go to prison’’ for following 
her conscience, said Sister Joanne, program coordinator 
for the diocesan Center for Liturgy and Prayer.”’ 


Defense attorneys said they will appeal the verdict. 


In Phoenix, Sister Darlene helped screen refugees 
planning to enter sanctuary and worked with the Chicago 
Religious Task Force on Central America in transporting 
them from Arizona. 


SISTER JOANNE was one of seven sanctuary 
supporters at a May 2 press conference called by the San 
Diego Interfaith Task Force on Central America. They 
sat at a table in the sanctuary of the First United 
Methodist Church of La Mesa. A banner draped in front 
of the table proclaimed their purpose: ‘‘We are replacing 
the force of violence with the moral force of truth.’’ 


All the speakers vowed to continue their efforts in the 
Sanctuary movement. 
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OCM director balances motherhood, work

ALCALA PARK — As Mother’s Day approached, 
Ginger Infantino reflected on how she balances her role as 
mother of six children — one a nine-month-old baby — 
and director of the diocesan Office of Catechetical 
Ministry (OCM). 

“It was an easy balancing act before Paul was born,”’ 
she said. ‘“‘The struggle comes from being ingrained”’ 
with the concept ‘‘that a good wife and mother stays home 
until her children are in school.’’ 


THAT GUIDELINE worked with her first five off- 
spring, ages 15 to 23 years. Infantino had worked in 
OCM since 1980, first as a consultant for catechists’ 
formation, then as associate director. 


Last summer two new realities emerged in her life 
almost simultaneously — Paul was born July 30; a month 
later she assumed the duties of OCM director. 


- Infantino said she and her husband, Bob, had discussed 
potential conflicts between infant care and office ministry. 
At one time she considered giving up her job, but belief in 
being ‘‘called’’ to her position prevailed. 


SHE CREDITS her success in balancing domestic and 
administrative duties to regular ‘‘solid spiritual 
direction,’’ to the ‘‘support and understanding’’ of her 
family and the diocesan staff, especially Father Stephen 
McCall, her supervisor. 


Enter Bob and Paul to illustrate her point. Shortly 
before noon last week, Bob carried their 25-pound baby 
into Ginger’s office. Paul’s blue eyes widened with glee as 
he reached for his mother’s embrace. 


‘*Paul ‘has brought us so much joy... . he’s'a gift,’” the’ 


43-year-old mother said, smiling. ‘‘Babies teach us to 


appreciate the simple things in life.’’ 


THE INFANTINOS’ noontime reunion is a daily 
ritual. Bob remains at home with Paul on weekday 
mornings, then brings him to Ginger’s office at noon and 
pursues his teaching and administrative duties as USD’s 
director of teacher education. 


While Ginger prepares the paperwork she will complete 
at home, Paul amuses himself in his walker. She leaves 
her office during the early part of most afternoons, 
sometimes balancing the baby in one arm and homework 


_ in the other. 


At home she rotates the tasks of mother and ad- 
ministrator. Preparing dinner is as important to her as 
preparing minutes for the California Catholic Conference 
of diocesan catechetical directors. 


““MY MINISTRY is who I am as a Christian. 
Sometimes this means working in the office. . . at other 
times it means folding clothes and listening to my 
children,’’ she said. 


What about time for herself? ‘‘There’s not much 
time,’’ she said, but realizes this problem is only 
temporary. 


Infantino finds her two roles ‘‘mutually enriching. If I 
concentrated on just one, it would be easy to over- 
emphasize”’ the nonessentials, she explained. 


INSTEAD, SHE said ‘“‘sharing her family life’’ 
enhances her ministry of training catechists. ‘‘I have 
found the Lord in both the happy and painful experiences 
of a mother,”’ she said. ‘‘Catechetical instruction brings 


the gospel and light of Church teaching to those 


experiences.” ; - pea 
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EXPLOITED PRISONERS — The Soviet 
Union may use political and religious 
prisoners for the highly dangerous job of 
cleaning up the Chernobyl nuclear reactor 
accident near Kiev, a human rights specialist 
said. Spokesmen for human rights and emigre 
organizations in the ‘United States also 
expressed concern that relatives of people in 
the Soviet Union and parts of Eastern Europe 
thought to be affected by the nuclear fallout 
are unable to establish contact. John W. 
Crossley, a representative of East Watch 
International and the Christian Rescue Effort 
for the Emancipation of Dissidents, Erwinna, 
Pa., told National Catholic News Service April 
30 that in the past political and religious 
prisoners have been used in Eastern Europe 
for dangerous tasks. 


MARTYRED UKRANIANS — Cardinal 
Myroslav Lubachivsky, head of the world’s 
Ukrainian Catholics, has appealed to leaders 
of the Soviet Union to let Catholic 
organizations distribute aid to victims of the 
nuclear accident at Chernobyl in the 
Ukrainian Republic. In a statement issued in 
Rome April 30, Cardinal Lubachivsky also 
prayed for ‘‘the numerous victims and the 
hundreds of thousands of afflicted’’ as a result 
of the accident, believed to be the worst 
nuclear disaster in history. The cardinal 
appealed to ‘‘all men of good will’ to 
contribute to various forms of charity ‘‘for the 
martyred Ukrainian people, to whose 
numerous sufferings and deprivation is now 
added this new tragedy of incalculable 
consequences.” 


SUPPORT FOR AIDS VICTIMS — A bill 
in Maine to assist victims of AIDS (acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome) won the 
backing of the Catholic Diocese of Portland 
but was opposed by fundamentalist 
Protestants. The bill, approved by the Maine 
Legislature in late April, would help find ways 
to provide medical insurance for victims of 
AIDS, create a public advisory commission to 
assist state officials in AIDS-related matters, 
and provide for a public education campaign 
on the disease. Though many fundamentalist 
Christians and the Maine Christian Civic 
League opposed the bill, the Portland Diocese 
said the issue was support for victims of disease 
and education for the public, not support for 
homosexual activity. 


‘FEMINIZATION OF POVERTY’ — 
Catholic Charities USA, in a proposed policy 
statement on the ‘‘Feminization of Poverty,’ 
has called for pay equity, a higher minimum 
wage, affirmative action employment goals 
and guidelines, and Social Security coverage 
for at-home mothers. In the proposed 
statement, published in the April 1986 issue of 
its Charities USA magazine, Catholic 
Charities offers more than a dozen 
recommendations for attacking conditions 
which help keep women poor — conditions it 
says include low. salaries, employment 
discrimination because of women’s potential 
childbearing roles; lack of adequate 
recognition of the role of women in caring for 
children and elderly, and other social and 
economic factors. 


FASTING FIGHTS APARTHEID — A 
white South African priest on sabbatical at the 
University of Notre Dame has staged a water- 
only fast to urge university trustees to divest 
stock in U.S. corporations doing business in 
South Africa. Father Basil van Rensburg, 55, 
said April 28 that he hopes the fast, begun 
April 9, will sway the trustees who voted 
against disinvestment last October. The issue

is on their May 9-10 agenda. Father van 
Rensburg said he is encouraged because Holy 
Cross Father Theodore Hesburgh, president 
of Notre Dame, recognizes that the situation in 
South Africa is deteriorating. 


U.S. ‘COMPLICITY’ PUBLICIZED — 
Auxiliary Bishop P. Francis Murphy of 
Baltimore praised Maryknoll missioners and 
others for playing an important role in 
publicizing U.S. ‘‘complicity’’ with oppressive 
governments around the world. He also told 
an audience of Maryknoll priests, Religious 
and associates commemorating the order’s 
75th anniversary he disagrees with both the 
U.S. bombing of Libya and the American 
people’s support for the action. 


PILGRIMAGE VS. TERRORISM — To 
counter the fear of terrorism, the U-S. 
Catholic Office for Pilgrimages will try to 
enlist at least 1,000 people in a Pilgrimage for 
Peace to the Holy Land, Rome and Assisi next 
January. ‘‘I got the idea immediately after the 
bombings at the Vienna and Rome airports in 
December,’’ said Father John Lazar, director 
of the U.S. office, which was established last 
year by the Vatican’s agency for pilgrimages. 
“‘T felt something had to be developed that 
would be a visible sign against the powers of 
evil,’”’ he said. ‘‘It (the pilgrimage) will 
demonstrate that good people are not held 
hostage by fear.’’ The airport bombings and 
the more recent Libyan events, Father Lazar 
said, have had a ‘‘devastating effect’’ on 
pilgrimages and other travel to Europe and the 
Middle East. 


REBELS’ CONDITIONS FOR PEACE — 
Two former Divine Word priests who became 
anti-government rebels have said the 
communist-led New People’s Army in the 
Cordillera Mountains will accept a 
government peace offer if the military 
withdraws from the area. But the rebel priests, 
Fathers Conrado Balweg and Bruno Ortega, 
listed several conditions for peace. Father 
Balweg said that it would require the 
agreement of local tribal people, an end to 
“‘landgrabbing”’ in tribal lands and removal of 
the military from the area. The priests and 
other New People’s Army members were 
interviewed on Philippine television April 18. 


NUCLEAR CONTROVERSY — While 


agreeing that the nuclear disaster at the Soviet

dangerous at the time of Jesus 
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349 Cedar St., San Diego, 92101 
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energy plant at Chernobyl was a catastrophe, 
religious figures with scientific backgrounds 
expressed diverse opinions on the risks, 
benefits and future course of nuclear energy. 
“The present nuclear industry...is not 
compatible with human survival,”’ said Sister 
Rosalie Bertell, a scientist who is president of 
the International Institute of Concern for 
Public Health in Toronto, Canada. Sister 
Bertell, who has studied environmental health 
issues with an emphasis on low-level radiation, 
said the nuclear industry is ‘‘neither safe nor 
clean nor efficient.’’ But the Rev. William 
Pollard, an Episcopal priest and retired 
nuclear physicist, said many people have an 
abnormal fear of radiation.

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Resolutions highlight 
annual NFPC convention

SAN DIEGO — Msgr. Charles 
Dollen, pastor of St. Gabriel parish in 
Poway, was among 150 priest-delegates at 
the 19th annual convention of the 


National Federation of Priests’ Councils 
(NFPC) held in Salt Lake City, Utah, last

month. Msgr. Dollen attended the 
convention as representative for the San 
Diego diocesan Presbyteral Council. 


~The highlight of the five-day 
convention was the parliamentary 
proceedings during which — delegates 
passed several resolutions, Msgr. Dollen 
said. 


ONE RESOLUTION passed by 
delegates emerged from the convention 
theme, ‘‘Women and Men: Partnership 
in Ministry.’* The resolution encouraged 
the NFPC to discuss the theme with 
members of the Women’s Ordination 
Conference, the Apostolic Pro-Nuncio 


and leadership of the National Con- - 


ference of Catholic Bishops. 


“T voted against this resolution’’ 
because it didn’t reflect the sentiment of 
priests in the Diocese of San Diego, 
Msgr. Dollen explained, adding that a 
number of ‘‘theological questions need to 
be answered’”’ concerning ordination of 
women as priests. 


A second resolution passed 
undnimously by the priests opposed the 
U.S. bombing of Libya. Convention 
delegates said they were against 
‘‘terrorism on any side, in any way,”’ 
Msgr. Dollen said. ‘‘Some felt we had 
reduced ourselves to terrorists’? in 
bombing Libya. 

DELEGATES ALSO passed 
unanimously a resolution supporting 
Catholic theologian Father Charles 


Curran who is under investigation by 
Vatican’s Congregation for the Doctrine 
of Faith. 


The Father Curran resolution was 
‘‘well worded,’’ Msgr. Dollen said, 
adding that it also supports Bishop 
Matthew Clark of Rochester, N.Y., who 
supports Father Curran. (Father Curran 
is a priest of the Rochester diocese.) 


Another resolution called for 
unanimity among U.S. Catholic bishops 
for the ‘‘consistent ethic of life’’ theology 
proposed by Chicago’s Cardinal Joseph 
Bernardin. Msgr. Dollen said a priest 
from the Archdiocese of Chicago asked 
for the resolution dealing with Cardinal 
Bernardin’s theology which is often 
referred to as the ‘‘seamless garment.’’ 


A RESOLUTION to encourage 
dioceses to develop programs and train 
personnel in support of AIDS ministry 
was also passed by delegates. Msgr. 
Dollen said the Diocese of San Diego 
already has a program for ministry to 
AIDS victims, noting that Father Rand 
Reichert, Mercy Hospital chaplain, is 
diocesan representative on the San Diego 
Regional Task Force on AIDS. 


Delegates re-elected Father Richard 
Hynes, of the Archdiocese of Newark, 
N.J., to a second term as NFPC 
president. Father Hynes, who was 
unopposed in the election, “‘is a dynamic 
little man,’’ Msgr. Dollen said. 


Southern California provincial 
delegates re-elected Father Joseph 
Batalgia, communications director for the 
Archdiocese of Los Angeles, as their 
NFPC executive board representative, 
said Msgr. Dollen, who has been diocesan 
NFPC convention delegate for three con- 
secutive years. 


DURING THE convention, the Great 
Peace March for Nuclear Disarmament 
reached Salt Lake City, the San Diego 
delegate said. A Catholic marcher, Mike 
Tisserand, spoke briefly to delegates, he 
said. 


A Mormon theologian and his wife 
gave a presentation on Mormon theology 
to the priests, Msgr. Dollen said. ‘‘I had 
no idea (Mormon theology) was so 
simple,’’ he remarked, adding that the 
talk was ‘‘stimulating.”’ 


Msgr. Dollen noted one interesting 
sidelight of the convention occurred when 
the priests marched from the hotel to the 
Cathedral of the Madeleine in their 
Roman collars. ‘‘We practically stopped 
traffic.”’ : 

‘“‘THE MASS in the Cathedral of the 
Madeleine was a liturgical triumph,”’ he 
said. The Mass blended the Latin and 
English language rites in a new liturgical 
form that Msgr. Dollen hopes will grow.

Unmasking condemned material 


The story of Pope John Paul II’s historic visit to 
Rome’s chief synagogue appeared on the front page of the 
April 24 edition of The Wanderer. Ironically, on the last 
page of the same issue The Wanderer carried a large ad- 
vertisement promoting a series of five books put out by a 
publishing house called Catholic Treasures. Among these 
“‘treasures’’ is one of the most notorious examples of anti- 
Semitic literature produced in European history. 


The book is called ‘‘The Talmud Unmasked’’ and 
purports to give an ‘“‘expose’’ of “‘the secret rabbinical 
teachings’’ of “‘hatred and enmity’’ for Christ, the 
Blessed Mother and all Christians. Its author, says the ad, 
was “‘killed for revealing these teachings.’’ And since the 
book was actually published in 1892, ‘‘an appendix has 
been supplied by the editor covering additional pertinent 
material including Jewish ritualistic murders.”’ 

IN SHORT, we are dealing here with what can only be 


called hard-core anti-Semitism. It is the sort of material 
condemned time and again by the Holy See. 


Both the book and its author, Father Justin Pranaitis, 
are well-known to historians of anti-Semitism. Father 


. Pranaitis, a Catholic priest — to our shame — was the 


star witness for the prosecution in the last of the infamous 
“‘blood libel”’ or ritual murder charges in Czarist Russia, 
the 1912 Beiliss case. During the trial, Pranaitis had the

thought, for example, that one major tractate — Baba 
Kama — was the name of a woman! All the spurious 
rabbinical references in ‘“The Talmud Unmasked’’ were 
lifted, errors and misprints included, from earlier anti- 
Semitic works. Father Pranaitis in the final analysis 
succeeded only in unmasking himself. The innocent 
Beiliss was acquitted, though the Russian prosecutors 
rewarded Pranaitis with 500 rubles anyway. 


IT IS difficult for editors to check out the contents of 
every ad they choose to run. But it strains credibility to 
imagine that something as blatant as ‘‘The Talmud 
Unmasked’’ could have ‘simply slipped by editorial 
attention. Other works presented in the same ad speak, 
for example, of a secret “‘plot’’ to “‘decatholicize (sic) the 
world’’ and ‘‘to build on the ruins of the papacy the world 
domination of Israel.’’ This is hardly subtle stuff.

How does one define what a theologian is? 


If you’re reading this column, you’re 
part of a minority of a minority within the 
U.S. Catholic Church. 


First, and sadly, most Catholics do not 
attend church regularly. Our percentage 
of participation is higher than any other 
religious group, but it’s still far lower 
than it should be. 


OF THOSE Catholics who do 
participate in the Eucharist every week, 
only a minority subscribe to, or read, 
their diocesan newspaper. 


And not all of those subscribers and 
readers are interested in the editorial and 
op-ed pages of the paper. 

I make these points as a roundabout 
introduction to the topic of this week’s 
column: who, or what, is a theologian? 


THINK ABOUT that question for a 
moment. 


Take a few minutes to work out a brief 
definition. Write it down, if it’s not too 
inconvenient. 


Now, without erasing or crossing 
anything out, consider these questions: 


1. How does a theologian, according to 
your definition, differ from a catechist, 
that is, someone in your parish who 
teaches your children Catholic doctrine or 
helps prepare them for the reception of 
various sacraments? 


2. How does a theologian, according to 
your definition, differ from a preacher at 
Mass? 


3. How does a theologian, according to 
your definition, differ from a bishop? 


4. How does a theologian, according to 
your definition, differ from a diocesan 
spokesperson, that is, the one (often a 
priest, but not always) who issues state- 
ments to the press on behalf of the bishop? 

5. How does a theologian, according to 
your definition, differ from yourself, or 
from any other member of the Church 
who doesn’t happen to have an academic 
degree in theology? 


KEEP IN mind: you’re not the 
average Catholic. Whether you are a 
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Theology

liberal, a conservative, a middle-of-the- 
roader, or anything else is irrelevant in 
this exercise. 


The point is that you are an exceptional 
Catholic. Not only do you read a weekly 
diocesan newspaper, but you also have 
enough intellectual curiosity to read some 
of the columns, including this one. 


And this is no ordinary column. Just 
ask your editor. There are very, very few 
columns in the Catholic press written by a 
professionally active theologian. 


I SUSPECT, however, that even 
many of you — extraordinary Catholics, 
all — have had a little trouble saying what 
a theologian is. 


Oh, some of you undoubtedly thought 
(and may still think) it’s an easy question 
to answer. You probably jotted something 
down in a few seconds flat. 


But have you really taken the time and 


effort to reconcile your definition with the 
questions I posed above? 


DON’T FORGET: a definition must 
really define, that is, it must set limits to 
the reality it’s defining. 

Any good definition has a genus and a 
specific difference. First of all, you have 


‘to put the reality you’re defining in the 


right general category (the genus), and 
then you have to distinguish the reality 
from other similar realities in the same 
general category. 


For example, a hat is an item of 
clothing. That’s the genus. 


BUT TO define a hat in that way 
would be inadequate. A scarf is also an 
item of clothing. A scarf, however, is not 
a hat. 


You get the general idea. To develop a 
real definition, you have to identify what 


it is that distinguishes something from 
other things in the same general category. 


So who, or what, is a theologian? 


ALTHOUGH A theologian shares 
much in common with all of the people 
mentioned above in my five questions, a 
theologian nonetheless differs from each 
of them. 


We have to find that ‘‘specific 
difference,’’ if we’re going to have a 
proper definition. 


Does a theologian exist to ‘“‘hand on the 
faith,’’ to teach authentic Catholic 
doctrine, and to defend the teachings of 
the Church? 


OF COURSE, but so especially do 
catechists and bishops. And so do you. 

Does a theologian exist to proclaim the 
Word and to bring people to open them- 
selves to the Spirit? 


Of course, but so especially do 
preachers. And so do you. 


DOES A theologian have any respon- 
sibility of institutional - loyalty, for 
example, by trying to persuade the 
general public whenever he (or she) can of 
the wisdom of some Church teaching or 
disciplinary policy? 

Of course, but so especially do bishops 
and diocesan spokespersons. And so do 
you. 


What is it, then, that a theologian does, 
in addition to all of the above, that sets 
him (or her) apart, that is, that ‘‘defines’’ 


his (or her) role in the Church? 


IF IT helps, St. Anselm gave us the 
shortest and most enduring definition of 
theology almost 1,000 years ago: ‘‘faith 
seeking understanding.’’ 


Think about it. It’s important.

A reminder of Jesus came into our lives

A few weeks ago, I lost my beloved husband. It is so sad 
to lose your mate; I had no idea how painful it would be. 
Yet, I must share this special experience with you. 


In October 1985, a retiréd Navy chaplain named 
Father John A. Keeley began serving our parish, Mission 
San Diego de Alcala. Father Keeley lives in the North 
County and is at our parish on weekends. 


DURING HIS first sermon, he talked about his 
military background and his roots in Massachusetts. At 
the church door, we greeted him as Massachusetts trans- 
plants, Air Force retired. He asked about our 
background. — 


“‘French,’’ I replied. 
‘“‘Oh frogs,’’ he jokingly answered. 


WITHIN A few weeks, my husband Joe was told he 
had cancer. Father Cunnane, associate pastor at our 
parish, kindly came to our home and encouraged us with 
his friendship and prayers. Father Cunnane suggested to 
Father Keeley, our ‘‘weekend’’ visiting priest, to come 
see us when he was at the Naval Hospital. We had just 
heard that Joe’s cancer was inoperable and the prognosis 
was very grim. 
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In came Father Keeley. Immediately he recognized us 
as “‘the Frogs.’’ His warmth, concern and jovial attitude 
really consoled us. 


He shared his own health problems with us that day 
and we nervously waited for his test results. Father’s 
surgery was planned for late January. All through 
December and January, he would find a few minutes 
every weekend to call and come for a home visit. All the 
while, Joe was on chemotherapy. On January 29, Father 
had surgery. On January 31, we went from the oncology 
lab straight to Father’s bedside on the fifth floor. His first 
reaction, ‘‘You guys, please bless me.’’ He was so ill and 
we prayed with him and for him. As we left, we told him 
we would return the following Friday, February 7. 


BUT, BY that Friday, Joe’s white cells were 
completely depleted and he was hospitalized immediately 


for antibiotics and blood. Around 2 p.m., when things. 


had settled down, Joe reminded me to go down to the fifth 
floor to see Father Keeley as we had promised. I did, but 
he was out of bed and in for more tests. I left a message 
with his young roommates that Joe was on the sixth floor. 


After I left that evening, Joe sent our son and his girl- 
friend down to see Father Keeley. They returned upset 
because Father really looked awful. Joe told me he was so 
sad about it when we spoke over the phone. 


On Saturday, our daughter, a nurse, was scheduled to 
work at noon. She visited her dad around 7:30 that 
morning. Around 8 a.m., dragging his IV pole, two bags, 
his douche bag and wearing a mask because of Joe’s 
condition, who should appear at the door but Father 
Keeley. ‘I’m here for the 1-2, Joe!’’ He blessed Joe and 
cheered him; Father could not sit and needed to get 
himself back to bed. Our daughter led him back toward 
his ward. 

WITHIN AN hour, I arrived. Joe told me Father 
Keeley had been up there in his GI nightie just to bless 
him. ‘‘He is such a good man. He looks so weak. I hope 
he makes it. You must go visit him and thank him for 
coming up. He must be so tired,’’ Joe said. 

I went down to the next floor. His curtain was partly 
drawn and he lay on his back. The tears were just rolling 
down his cheeks. I hugged him and asked, ‘‘Father, 
what’s up?’’ 


“‘Oh, I am just trying to do a switch-a-roo with God. 


Joe is 51 and he has a family. I’m 69 and I have no 
family. Joe is so sick. My cancer is localized. I’ll be fine. 
I'll live to be an old man. I want to take Joe’s place,”’ he 
said. 


“YOU KNOW that can’t be done. It reminds me of 
that priest in the concentration camp that offered to die 
instead of a married man,”’ I replied. 


“I just wish I could do a switch-a-roo,’’ Father 
answered. I hugged him and we both cried. 


When I returned to the sixth floor and shared this with 
my husband, we just bawled our eyes out. At that 
moment, we both felt so close to God. Here was a priest 
we had known just two-and-a-half months who was 
willing to change places with my Joe. It reminded us of 
Jesus Christ who 2,000 years ago had willingly died for all 


men. 
JOE LEFT the hospital for the third time March 4. 


Thank God, Father has recovered and now serves our 
parish community again on weekends. Whenever he was 
in town, he called and came for a short visit, with 
Finnigan, his faithful canine companion. 


On Holy Thursday, Father Cunnane and Msgr. Halter 
came to visit Joe for the last time. Between them and our 
extra-ordinary minister friends, Tom and MaryBeth 
Leitch, we had received the Lord almost every day. 


THEN, WE had a true Good Friday in our own home. 
Joe had sat for three entire days and nights, unable to 
breathe lying down. Father Keeley called in the late 
afternoon. He told me he was very tired and would be 
over early on Saturday morning. 


That evening, around 9:30 p.m., my Joe was failing so 
much that I called Father Keeley and asked him to come 
immediately. He got up, dressed and came out to pray for 
about hour. It was so good of him. He was so tired 
himself. He said he would return first thing in the 
morning. Joe died at 3:18 a.m. on Holy Saturday. 


A few days after the burial, I went to the rectory and 
visited with Fathers Cunnane and Keeley. As the latter 
hugged me good-bye, he whispered, ‘‘I wish I could have 
done the switch-a-roo.”’ 


I AM grateful to God for my kind husband; we were 
encountered in 1977 and it made us so much closer. He 
was very quiet, very fair and very gentle. He had been a 
military man for 20 years and had been close to two other 
special chaplains in the past. It is good to know God 
rewarded him with the a consolation of sending a military 
priest to minister to him emotionally and spiritually, even 
to the point of wanting to play ‘‘switch-a-roo.”’

Local reaction to verdict 


Sister Joanne criticized the trial proceedings conducted 
by Judge Earl Carroll who ruled that testimony con- 
cerning the: defendants’ religious motivations was in- 
admissible evidence. He also barred discussion of inter- 
national law including the United Nations Protocol 
Relating to the Status of Refugees. 


THE UNITED States signed this document in 1968, 
agreeing to protect persons who leave their homeland 
because they fear persecution there. The Refugee Act of 
1980 clarified the U.N. protocol. Both grant refugees the 
right to apply for political asylum and protection against 
deportation to countries. where they could be persecuted. 


Local interfaith task force members claim that the 
United States is the only signatory of the protocol which 
deports Salvadoran and Guatemalan refugees. 


The Immigration and Naturalization Service argues 
that these Central Americans enter this country, not for 
political asylum, but for economic reasons, and are 
therefore illegal aliens. 


IN A New York press conference May 2, Sister 
Darlene asked for greater church support of the sanctuary 
movement. She cited the support given by Archbishop 
Rembert Weakland of Milwaukee where the head- 
quarters for her community, the School Sisters of St. 
Francis, is located. : : 


Arizona’s three bishops issued the following statement 
regarding the May 1 convictions: ‘“The help offered 
refugees by the sanctuary workers continues to deserve 
our respect, as flowing from valid religious, humanitarian 
motives and beliefs, and is consistent with the ideals upon 
which our country was founded.’’ The statement was 
made by Bishops Thomas O’Brien of Phoenix, Manual 
D. Moreno of Tucson and Jerome J. Hastrich of Gallup, 
N.M., whose diocese includes part of Arizona. 


They also called for ‘‘a humane, consistent application 
of the Refugee Act of 1980.”’ 
THE NATIONAL Conference of Catholic Bishops has 


taken no public position on sanctuary, but one of its 
members, Bishop Ricardo Ramirez of Las Cruces, N.M., 
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said that while bishops can be supportive of sanctuary 
efforts, they cannot ‘‘advocate” that people violate 
immigration laws. 


Southern Cross published the following statement by 
Bishop Leo T. Maher on Central American refugees on 


Jan. 26, 1984. 


“‘We must encourage legislative and executive action 
designed to not only allow these refugees to remain in the 
United States until. . . they may safely return but afford 
the displaced with the basic necessities. Further, within 
existing legal confines, efforts on diocesan parish 
levels should be made to aid displaced persons during this 
troubled period.’’ 


HERB Christ, pastor of College Avenue Pres- 
byterian Church, said in the La Mesa news conference 
that sanctuary sites for Central Americans have more 
than doubled since the Arizona defendants were indicted 
in January 1985.

SAN DIEGO — Organizers expect tens of thousands 
of people from California, Arizona and Mexico to turn 
out July 14-20 at San Diego Jack Murphy Stadium for 
Victory Celebration ’86. 


At this time all Christians will come together to 
celebrate Jesus, according to Rev. Paul Carroll, president 
of United Christian Charities, the festivity’s organizer. 


ESTABLISHED IN 1985, UCC is dedicated to 
promoting a Christian way of life and developing new 
methods of fund-raising for various Christian ministries. 


The stadium event will be the main fund-raising effort 
for UCC this year. 


Carroll said Victory Celebration will include amuse- 
ment rides, game booths, entertainment and preaching. 
He compared the festivity to the ‘‘tabernacle of booths’’ 
mentioned in the Bible, an occasion when Jews came 
together for a solemn celebration. 


ACTIVITIES WILL be held inside the 55,000-seat 
stadium as well as on some of the 166 acres surrounding 
it, Carroll said. Christian organizations, like SHARE, 
may set up booths at the event to inform those who attend 
about their group, Carroll added. 


Funds raised at the celebration will be distributed to the 
event’s sponsoring groups, which include Catholic 
Community Services, the Knights of Columbus and the 
Italian Catholic Federation. 


Father -Douglas Regin, CCS executive director, said 
Bishop Leo T. Maher appointed him liaison between the 
Catholic community and UCC. He enlisted involvement 
of ICF and K of C to help inform Catholics about the July 


event. 


FATHER REGIN noted that UCC had sponsored 
other activities, but none on the scale of the July 
celebration. The project is being completed to increase 
awareness of UCC’s potential.

All parking lot 
events, except carnival rides, will be free, he said. 


UCC plans to get speakers accustomed to addressing 
large groups of different denominations to speak inside 
the stadium during the week, Carroll said, adding that 
“‘the main star will be Jesus Christ.’’ Among speakers 
scheduled are Charlie Osborn and Nora Lam. Talks 
inside the stadium will center on the theme ‘“‘real peace.”’ 


Ed Riccio, of the Italian Catholic Federation, said his 
group is working to advertise Victory Celebration. 
Following the event’s kick-off banquet May 9, an ICF 
committee will begin distribution of press releases to the 
media, he said. 


TO INFORM Catholics about the event, the Knights 
of Columbus will distribute information about Victory 
Celebration and UCC at diocesan parishes, said William 
Watson, K of C agency department field agent. Watson 
hopes the celebration will be the beginning of many good 
programs by UCC that will help the community, 
especially youth. 


To raise money needed to pay for lease of the stadium, 
UCC will present an art show and auction May 24 at 7 
p-m. in St. Didacus School hall, said Riccio, who is also 
on UCOC’s board of directors. 


Carroll noted that UCC anticipates the stadium 
festivities will cost much less than was first estimated 
because many people have volunteered their time to the 
project.

QUESTION: What is the Catholic 
Church teaching on Catholics attend- 
ing a Lutheran or other Protestant 
wedding ceremony? (New York) 


ANSWER: Under ordinary conditions 
nothing would prevent a Catholic’s 
attendance at a Protestant or other non- 
Catholic ceremony. This would include 
ceremonies such as weddings that involve 
persons close to us as family or friends. 

In these cases it is permissible and 
good, according to our church’s 
ecumenical directives, for Catholics to 


_ participate in common responses and 


prayers, hymns and actions of the church 
in which they are guests and so on, as 
long as these are not contradictory to our 
Catholic faith. 


THIS PARTICIPATION should not 
include more intimate participation in the 
celebration of the Lord’s Supper (for 
example by receiving Communion) or at 
other principal liturgical services in these 
churches. 


QUESTION: Over the years I have 
assumed that at the Last Supper Jesus 
ate with and gave bread to all the 
disciples, including Judas. 


He uses the word ‘‘friends’’ instead 
of ‘‘disciples.’’ In view of what Judas 
did I would doubt that one might 
consider him a friend, although he 
obviously was a follower. Is there now 
some difference in our understanding 
of Judas? (Illinois)

ANSWER: We probably have a hard 
time believing or accepting the fact, but 
Jesus clearly considered Judas a friend, a 
close friend, right up to the end. 


All four evangelists indicate that fear 
ate with the Twelve that night. His hands 
were on the table with them; he dipped 
the bread into the dish with them. This in 
itself is a sign of mutual affection. 


THE GOSPEL of St. John goes even 
further. Jesus took the bit of food, says 
John, ‘‘dipped the morsel, then took it 
and gave it to Judas.’’ Among ancient 
people, and even into modern times in 
certain parts of the world, for the host to 
personally give food at the table to 
someone indicated a particularly intimate 
friendship. It was almost an unparalleled 
symbol of affection. 


It is certainly significant that all the 
apostles and disciples seem to remember 
this incident with great care and detail. 
Perhaps it was his unconditional and 
seemingly irrational love even for Judas 
that encouraged them to trust that Jesus 
could and would forgive them for their 
own abandonment and betrayal of him 
during the following 24 hours.

Se deben adaptar comunidades de 
base en la iglesia estadounidense

BROOKLYN, N.Y. (NC) — El Obispo Ricardo 


Ramirez de Las Cruces, Nuevo México, dijo en una 
presentacién el 4 de mayo que el movimiento de 
comunidades de base, que hoy existen en América 
Latina, puede ser adaptado a condiciones en los Estados 
Unidos como medio de detener la pérdida de catdlicos 
hispanos a sectas fundamentales. 


“En mi conocimiento, existen relativamente pocos 
lugares en los Estados Unidos donde estas comunidades 
han tenido éxito,’’ dijo el obispo. ‘‘Debemos tratar de 
hacerlas trabajar, adaptdndolas a nuestra situacién. 
Necesitamos comunidades de estilo estadounidense.”’ 


EL OBISPO Ramirez did sus recomendaciones como 
parte de un discurso sobre ‘‘Catdlicos Hispanos en los 
Estados Unidos: la Tendencia Hacia Fundamentalismo”’ 
en la serie Shepherds Speak de la Catedral St. James en 
Brooklyn. Fue el ultimo de cinco oradores en la serie este 
afio. La serie anualmente trae obispos de diferentes partes 


de EE.UU. a dar discursos sobre tdpicos de interés: 


general durante los domingos entre Pascua y Pentecostés. 


En la presentacién en Brooklyn y durante una 
entrevista después en la rectoria de la catedral, el Obispo 
Ramirez dijo que las comunidades de base pueden 
responder a algunas de las necesidades que los hispanos a 
veces resuelven en las sectas fundamentales. De mayor 
importancia son el apoyo psicoldgico que estos grupos 
pequefios pueden dar a personas desarraigadas y alejadas, 
y las oportunidades que ofrecen para participacion activa 
de los laicos. 


El Obispo Ramirez dijo que algunos laicos hispanos 
aprecian la oportunidad que tenien en grupos no-catdélicos 
de hablar sobre su fe. ‘‘Hay llamado a predicar la palabra 
de Dios,’’ dijo. ‘‘Muchos hispanos tienen este llamado, y 
no ven ningun medio de expresarlo en sus comunidades 
catolicas.”’ 


EN LA DIOCESIS de Las Cruces, el Obispo Ramirez 
logré que su equipo pastoral trabajara en adaptar rasgos 


de las comunidades de base a sus varias actividades. Dijo 
que todavia no tenia sus ideas elaboradas de manera 
prdctica, pero que era “‘un imperativo pastoral’’ y ‘‘algo 
que debemos hacer.”’ 


E] Obispo Ramirez también dijo que algunas de las 
debilidades que hacen vulnerables los catdlicos al 
proselitismo fundamentalista también pueden ser 
compensadas por medio de cursillos. ‘‘No le. quiten 
crédito a los cursillos,’’ dijo. ‘‘Hay algo en ellos que da 
vida.”’ 


Mientras acentuo la importancia propia del ministerio 
laico, notando que este ministerio no era simplemente 
una alternativa a la escasez de sacerdotes, el Obisp® 
Ramirez exhortd a tomar medidas para ayudar a mds 
hispanos estadounidenses a hacerse sacerdotes. 


EL NUMERO de vocaciones producidos por México y 
Espana mostrdé que la cultura hispana no tiene. ningun 
obstaculo intrinseco en reclutar clerecia célibe. Donde hay 
escasez en América Latina, dijo, es en parte porque 
continuan tradiciones que vienen del perfodo colonial, 
cuando las vocaciones locales hispanos asf como las de 
indios americanos, fueron oficialmente desalentados. 


En los Estados Unidos, el problema ha sido causado 
principalmente por las condiciones inconstantes de 
trabajadores emigrantes y por falta de educacién 
suficiente. 


Un hombre joven de una comunidad minoritaria tiene 
que ser ‘‘fuerte’’ para perseverar en los estudios del 
sacerdocio donde poca ‘‘afirmacién’’ viene de la escuela y 
la cultura rodeandolo, dijo el obispo. ‘‘No sé cémo lo hice 
yo,’’ dijo. ‘‘Este es una cuestidn muy crucial.’’ 


EL OBISPO Ramirez dijo que a menudo jdéveney 
hispanos recién inmigrados con minima educacidn 
acuden a los obispos con deseos de ser sacerdotes. Estos 
jOvenes tienen ‘‘vocaciones legitimas,’’ dijo, y la Iglesia 
tiene la responsabilidad de ayudarles a lograr sus 
vocaciones.

WHILE KEEPING prejudice out of 
CBN, Hughes also strived to keep 
religion out of the newscasts. 


“‘We bent over backwards to be extra 
fair,’? he said. ‘‘My position was, How 
can you do the Christian news? From 
whose perspective? Think of how big our 
Church is alone. Then look at the 
Protestants and all the variations within 
each denomination. How could you do 
the definitive Christian newscast? So we 
were fair, balanced and objective. We 
didn’t have the resources of CBS, but we 
were proud of what we accomplished.’’ 


Hughes will remain with CBN until the 
end of August when he plans to ‘‘move 
on. I came to do a news show; there’s 
nothing else I care to do. This is an 
opportunity to grow in faith. We’re 
totally dependent on God. We try to be 
sensitive to His leading. This is a great 
moment for finding out what God has in 
store for us. He’s sovereign so we’ll walk 
in faith. I’m ready to follow him. So I say, 
‘I’m here to serve you....Now 
what?’ ”’
